Passenger Plane Lands| 
Toledo After 
One Mishap.

Toledo, O., Aug. $1 —The first official 
airplane passenger, carrying flight of 


nearly ended in a crash here this after- 
noon after a four hour battle from 
of a thirty mile an 
hour wind, The left lower wing panel 
of the plane struck a tree on the third 
attempt to land ina miniature field on 
Maumee bay. | 

According to Alfred W. Lawson, 
president of the company, the chamber 
of commerce of To invited him to 
land the plane in Bay View. It is the 
same field where the Willard-Dempsey 
prize fight was staged July 4 and, ac- 
cording to Mr. Lawson, the Toledo busi- 
‘ness men had tin him that the 
grandstand had been. entirely cleared 
away. 

‘Lamber Blocks Field. 

As the ship cirgled the passengers 
saw that more than half of the field 
was taken up by'the lumber of the 
prize fight grandstands. In the center 
of the lot stood a ‘haystack. 

Pilot Charles a Con, who has had 2,000 
hours in the air , &ttempted the land- 
ing. He circled low and dove for the 
earth. The attempt was unsuccessful. 
Again he circled, but upon descending 
te an altitude of a hundred feet he 
saw the landing was impossible and 
made another trip. around the course. 

As Cox turned on the mighty Liberty 
motors after the third unsuccessful at- 
tempt to lance. a gust of wind hit the 
left wing, knocking the ship into a 
bank. The left wing struck 

branches of a ship quiv-

motors tore the. ' wing from the 
branches ahd the plane righted itself. 


Lands Seven Miles Away. 

A ten mile ur was made, and 
finally the ship 
from Toledo in a pasture. 

It was the only; serious incident of 
the flight from Chicago. The gigantic 
aerial train rose Ashburn field 
at 8:30 a. m. ,, ascending to an 
alfitude of 4,000 fest, struck a reverse 
wind. Despite that fact it took less 
than three hours and a half to cover 
the 240 miles. 

The plane, ng eight passengers 
and the pilot, fought its way through 
fog, heavy clouds, and rain. 

Charles Dickinsgn, president of the 
Aero Club of Illino,s, and several other 
Chicago aviation promoters watched 
the takeoff. | 

The passengers ¢limbed in the cabin 
and took their seats, each beside a win- 
dow. Theré was 4, thundering roar 


from the cylinderg and with a short 
run the ship got urider way on the first 
leg of its trip to Idew York City. 

At 8:50 a. m. the smoking chimneys 
of Gary were 5,000 feet below the plane.

WIRE SAVES 


J.M. Hart Caught on 
| Fire Escape; Second | F 
Plunge Halted. 


A young Negro, panting and breath- 
less, stumbled into the lo»by of the 
Chicago Athletic Association building, 
12 South Michigan avenue, shortly bé- 
fore 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Be- 
tween gasps he shouted that he had 
seen a man on the roof of the club 
building acting as if he was contem- 
plating a leap to the street. 

Club members and bellboys didn’t 
wait for further explanation. They 
rushed into an elevator and mounted 
to the top floor. Then the group scram: 
bled up the stairway and onto the roof. 

There was no one in sight? The ex- 
cited club members turned toward the 
colored boy with suspicious glances. 
By t time he was bending over the 
roof and looking down into the alley. 


Dangles on Fire Escape. 

Suddenly he shouted: 

“Mercy sakes, men, there he is on 
the flah escape! ” . 

All looked and saw a man dangling 
on the iron landing off the seventh 
floor... 

In,a moment the men, accompanied 
by their informant, were rushing down 


the steps to the seventh floor, They|’ 


cdtiidn’t wait for the elevator. 


“When they reached thie’ 


they found a middle aged man crawl- 
ing over the iron railing with the ap- 
parent intention of starting another 
plunge to the ground, | 
Snatched from Death. 

Joe Gillen, an employé of the billiard 
room, rushed forward and grabbed the 
man’s arm as he was about to release 
his hold. Ready hands hauled him out 
of space and ‘into the dormitory. 

“Let me go! Let me go!” he was 
moaning, “I'm all right.” 

Blood was streaming from his nose. 
His hands showed the effects of the 


abrupt landing. His trousers were- 


ripped from the knees down, showing | 
the flesh torn from his shins. © 


Saved by Striking Wire. 


The rescuers glanced out from the 
fire escape and saw a wire stretched 
from a chimney on a building across 
the alley. The man had struck it dur- 
ing his descent and the impact had 
hurled him onto the fire escape. 

Four fellow club members carriéd 
the man into a room on the seventh 
‘floor, while others held his hands and 
feet. He battled strenuously and 
begged to be allowed to return to the 


fire escape. 
Injuries Slight. 

First aid was administered by em- 
ployés of the club. A nurse and doctor 
were summoned and after a hasty ex- 
amination they pronounced his in- 
juries slight. Closer examination re- 
vealed no internal injuries. 

Cards and a memorandum book in 
his pocket identified him as John 
Malcolm Hart, a member of the C, A, 
A., and a resident of Evanston. He 1s 
head of the John M. Hart company, 
manufacturers of wire and metal 
goods with offices in the Old Colony 
In a wallet was found $500 
in currency.

When Hart saw his wife he at- 
tempted to’ shield his face and pulled a 
pillow over his head in an attempt to 
hide his features.

After Calais Defeat. 

After the Calais defeat, at the time 
in March, 1918, that Gen. Pershing of- 
fered his army to Foch and the arrange- 
ment for the Foch control of the front 
was secured, there was a deplorable 
lack of codrdination in the tmmediate 
rear of the allied armies. The military 
eontrol of the rear of these armies, ex- 
cept the French army, was never dur- 
ing the entire war in the hands of 
Foch. Gen. Pershing in April, 1918. 
proposed to the allies the military uni- 
fication of the rear of the armies under 
one man subject to Fuch, to match 
that at the front, and named me as his 
reprerentative to negotiate for the 
same wit the French and English 
mi.. ry a. governmental authorities. 
This was immediately accepted in prin- 
cipie by the French and English gov- 
ernments, but an overwhelming o 
sition to the detailed plan necessary *to 
earry it out, based upon the pride, self- 
shness, and prestige of nations and in- 
dividuals, prevented its adoption. In 
other words, Gen. Pershing’s unprece- 
dented and self-sacrificing - proposal 
was not met by the British govern- 
ment or military high command since 
it involved like action on their part.

All property used as schools, 
hospitals, orphanages, homes for the 
aged, ccnnected in any way with religious 
organizations, are subject to confisca- 
tion, In reneral these buildings have 
been turned into barracks or other publics 
uses foreign to their original character. 
The efforts of these reverend gentle- 
men to praise the present government of 
Mexico @re interesting in view of the 
fact that it does not represent 2 per cent 
of the Mexican people. Its socialistic 
and atheistic character is evidenced by 
the official proclamation of Alvarado: 
“ Religion Is Ignorance, and as the Rev- 
olution Triumphs God Goes Down.”

POULTRY TIPS 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 

“Tt is so easy to neglect the flock 
during August,” says a farmer’s wife 
who raises several hundred chickens 
every year. “ This neglect often causes 
mer’s work.” 

Realizing all of the difficulties, this 
practical woman has offered a few re- 
minders that may be helpful to others: 

Keep the oyster and grit boxes 

filled at all times, for chickens 

cannot properly digest their food 
without good sharp grit. 

Clean the poultry house out 
often, ance a week if necessary. 

Straw or chaff may be thrown 
on the floor to lessen the work of 
cleaning and will be more sani- 
tary for the chickens, too. 

She p a great deal of emphasis 
‘on out feeding. “Do not feed 
chickens in the house this pretty 
weather,” is her advice. By feeding 
out of doors the feed may be acat- 
tered on new feeding ground each time, 
and if the chickens are hungry they | 
' will follow. In this way they get more 
exercise and there is not so much dan- 
ger of contaminating the yards. At 
this time of the year keep a cSose 
watch for mites. They always appear 
when least expected. Lice and nites 
are very common and if the poultry 
hoase is sprayed frequently with same
